With bond transactions hitting a 


new high, financial activity for' the 
city during the fiscal year ended 
Aug. 31, 1954 hit nearly $50 mil- 
lion. 


Total receipts for the year were 


$24,979,691 and disbursements $24,- 
464.239. A cash balance on hand 
at the end of the year of §3.828,873 
was reported—an increase of $515,- 
452 from the previous year. 


The city's bonded indebtedness 


jumped from $1,647,585 at the end 
of the 1952-53 fiscal year to $7,799,- 
830 at the end of Ihe 1953-54 fiscal 
year. This jump was due to the sale 
of $6 million in water department 
revenue bonds and $391,000 in spe- 
cial assessment bonds. 


Only $710,000 of the bonded debt 


is in the form of a general obliga- 
tion against the city—that being in 
the form of a sinking fund and 
auditorium

funds. A total of $238.755 was paid 
on the bonded debt during the 
year.

culture Department stand that 
Ladejinsky is a security risk, have 
already indicated that he probably 
will be given a job in the State 
Department if agriculture refuses 
to employ him, 


Congress Investigates 


Meantime a congressional probe 


of Ladejinsky's ouster from the 
Tokyo post was 
under way. Sen. 


Olin D. Johnston (D-SC) said he 
has ordered staff officials of the 
Senate Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice Committee, -which he will head 
starting in January, to check the 
Ladejinsky case and report to him. 


Ladejinsky ses-ved with the Agri- 


culture Department 
until 1950. 


Then he transferred to the State 
Department, ancl became an agri- 
cultural attache in Japan. There 
he became known as one of the 
architects of G-en. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's land reform program. 


A recently passed law trans- 


ferred the positions of agricultural 
attache to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment and Laclejinsky, although 
cleared by State Department se- 
curity machinery, came up for re- 
view by agriculture. 


Russian Ties 


_The position -was taken by agri-

The reader may have noted that brief story 


In the new* columns recently -which told of a 
farmer in a neighboring state discovering that 
parched earth had swallowed a missing calf 
free to range the pasture on bis place. 


The calf had fallen into a crack big enough 


to permit the animal to make an unexpected 
subterranean journey. The farmer, exploring 
after he had rescued his calf .^discovered that 
a dry fall and summer had produced a number 
of similar crevices. 


It may appear trivial, possibly absurd, that 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific seaboards 
numbers of states, including those some dis- 
tance from the traditional semi-arid great North 
American Plains are awaKening to what they 
regard as the top problem facing them. It is 
the every day commonplace of an adequate 
supply of water. No single section sterns to 
have escaped in recent years in the general 
decline of the underground water table. From 
New England to California, and from the Can- 


adian border to the Gulf the cry continues to 
echo. 


It is not surprising, however, if thought is 


given to it. The growth of the cities, particularly 
the metropolitan areas, has been fantastic in 
the last 40 years. A shift of urban and rural 
populations has been one of the most important 
developments taking place. And the require- 
ments of these metropolitan centers—the re- 
quirements of all cities for that matter for an 
adequate water supply have gone unnoticed. 


Day by day the Denver Post has been appeal- 


ing to the people of five states to reconcile 
their differences in sharing the waters of the 
Colorado River. Something of this same coniiicc 
is certain to confront other areas as the need 
for additional water supplies asserts itself and 
the public for the first time is brought face to 
face with fact. 


It could well be that before 1970 the one 


common goal of the American people will be 
spelled out in the words of making the most 
beneficial use of water.

Late last summer it was the same Herriot who 
helped to kill the European Defense Community 
program.« 


He told the Assembly he found it impossible 


to support the Paris agreements because he 
said they were backed by a "reactionary" 
Germany. "Tell the American people I love 
America, but I love France more." 


That is so strictly in character with a power- 


ful segment of French leadership since 1919. 
Herriot easily could have been Clemenceau, 
the theme could have been the debate between 
three world leaders now sleeping—Woodrow 
Wilson, Lloyd George and Clemenceau. Only 
for a c h a n g e in the script, with the issue 
colonial policy, would it have been necessary 
to change even a word. For if Herriot was 
voicing French fears of West German re-arma- 
ment, then both Clemenceau and Lloyd George 
in their clash with Woodrow Wilson were insis- 
tent upon recognition of the ancient policy of 
imperialism. 


It is not difficult to understand Herriot's 


passionate contribution to the latest debate. 
Twice his country had been attacked, invaded, 
and the flower of its youth sacrified. But then 
as now it is the future, even more than the 
past, that is at stake. Before this appears the 
chances for a vote were bright. Whatever the 
result the intense drama of that French debate 
is unforgettable. 


There are hours—brief though they be—when 


decision lights up the paths which lie ahead 
of us.

Nehru Sees Red 
(From The Milwaukee Journal) 


It's much easier to be tolerant and admire 


'a fox when he's trotting across a neighbor's 
field than when he's stealing your chickens. 
This is well illustrated by Prime Minister' Nehru 
of India, who has been tolerant about inter- 
national communism and admiring of its ac- 
complishments in Russia and .China. 


The other day Nehru talked about India's 


own Communists—and displayed neither toler- 
ance nor admiration. They have been sowing 
discord and preaching violence and the govern- 
ment is going to deal stornly with them, said 
Nehru. 


Hear Nehru's indictment: 
India's Communists refuse to recognize any 


progress in India, but save all their homage for 
Russia and Communist China. They believe that 
progress everywhere but China and Russia "can 
be made only through violent revolution and 
that construction can follow only after destruc- 
tion." The Indian Communists "know that they 
will become weak as .India progresses." So 
their interest is "in retarding India's pace of 
development, fishing for trouble, turmoil, dis- 
content and disturbances."' 


The Communists, "in their emotion, have lost 


all sense"—and their sense has "been replaced 
by slogans." As believers in violence, Com- 
munists have no place in India's life, Nehru 
added. 


These are strong words for a man who has 


often seemed overly tolerant of the international 
Communist menace. Happily, they show that 
Nehru is not fooled b~ Communists at home, 
and realizes fully the ties between the rabble 
rousers in India rnd Moscow. 


WASHINGTON — A report has 


been received by the State Depart- 
ment suggesting that the Soviet 
doctors or diplomats in New York 
who cared for Ambassador An- 
drei Vishinsky may have deliber- 
ately let the old Soviet warhorse 
die. 


The report is based partly on 


the assumption that it was better 
from Moscow's point of view to 
have Vishinsky die in the United 
States rather 
than 
in 
Russia 


where his death would have caused 
embarrassing rumors of a purge. 


It is also based on the fact that 


Vishinsky was a known cardiac, 
was 70 years old, and was worn 
out from his UN work. Any sim- 
ilar patient, suffering a heart at- 
tack, would have been rushed to a 
hospital. Vishinsky wasn't. He was 
kept on Soviet premises and with- 
out the advantage of modern Amer- 
ican medical attention, considered 
the best in the world. 


Incidentally, Vishinsky had mel- 


lowed a bit and was getting along 
much better with American and 
British delegates than in the old 
days. U.S. diplomats tell of one 
instance where Vishinsky unwitt- 
ingly interrupted an embarrassing 
French-British argument. 


Premier Mendes-Fraiice was sit- 


ting in the UN delegates' lounge 
with Britain's chief delegate, An- 
thony Nutting. They were arguing 
heatedly, when Vishinsky 
came 


ambling up to them. Anxious not 
to let The Russian overhear an 
allied quarrel, Nutting steered Men- 
des-France to an isolated corner 
and resumed the argument. Some 
other French diplomats gathered 
round. 


About this time who should turn 


up again but Vishinsky. Smiling 
amiably, he pulled up a chair 
and joined the circle, obviously 
unaware that he was interrupting 
a British-French policy debate. 


Ambassado" Nutting 
tactfully 


stepped arguing, but Premier Men- 
des-France, ignoring Vishinsky's 
presence, weren't right on. Every- 
one but Mendes-France recognized 
the awkward situation. 
Finally, 


even Vishinsky squirmed a bit and 
excused himself. 


IKE'S TRAFFIC CAMPAIGN 
President Eisenhower doesn't in- 


tend to stop with his recent "safe 
driving" day. He will follow up 
with a personal statement, or per- 
haps a television appeal, urging 
motorists all over the country to 
join the accident-prevention cam- 
paign. 


The President so advised Charles 


Freed of Salt Lake City, chief of 
the National Automobile Dealers 
Association, when Freed reported 
to him recently, 


"We are going to try to prove 


to the nation that accidents, par- 
ticularly 
those 
resulting 
from 


speeding and reckless driving, are 
needless," said Freed. 


"Nothing would make me hap- 


pier than for our citizens to prove 
to themselves that they can be 
safe drivers," responded Eisenhow- 
er. "I think this is so important 
that I am going to find some way 
to say something more about it." 


BENSON BUYS ORANGES 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 


recently announced that his de- 
partment would start buying con- 


centrated orange juice for the 
school lunch program. 
This an- 


nouncement caused some specula- 
tion as to just why the kiddies 
were to get orange juice for the 
first time in history. 


Most obvious conclusion was that 


this was an effort to oupport the 
price of oranges, which dropped 
from $3.02 per box in September 
to $1.32 in November. 
However, 


in November of 1953, oranges sold 
for an even lower price, $1.24; 
and the 1947-49 average for No- 
vember was $1.23. 


Therefore some politicians fig- 


ured there was another motive. 


In fact, they remembered that 


long before Benson was secretary 
of agriculture, he was secretary 
of the National' Council of Farm 
Co-ops—one of the biggest mem- 
bers of which is sunkist. So 
some politicians though he might ^ 
be buying orange juice to help 
his old friends in the co-op coun- 
cil. 
Actually, however, Sunkist, 


a California outfit, would not bene- 
fit too much from government pur- 
chases of frozen orange juice. 
Most of the California orange crop 
has been marketed, and almost all 
frozen orange juice is made in 
Florida. 
Also, Benson has not 


helped other co-op friends, such 
as the dairy farmers when they 
needed help worse than the or- 
ange growers. 


But the following- may be the 


clue to Benson's help for Florida 
oranges. 


When Benson's flexible farm sup- 


port program was under attack in 
the Senate, Spessard Holland of 
Florida was one of his few strong 
Democratic supporters. 
The jun- 


ior senator from Florida, George 
Smathers, was also 
a 
flexible 


price man, as was Rep. Albert 
Herlong of Florida. The latter was 
the only Democratic member of 
the House Agriculture Committee 
to support Benson's flexible price 
bill and he comes from the heart 
of the orange-growing country. 


Note—Meanwhile 
poultry 
men 


are boiling. Eggs are selling at 
the lowest prices in history—in 
some cases 6, 8 and 10 cents a 
dozen. - much lower proportionat- 
ely than oranges.

Upset by an unexpected reversal 


during an all-night legislative ses- 
sion on the rearmauient issue, 
Premier Mendes-France staked his 
Cabinet's life on ultimate approval 
of the London-Paris accords which 
create a Western European Union 
as the framework for a 12-division 
West Germany army. 


• He did this in formally demand- 
ing the Assembly's backing on a 
series of votes of confidenc to en- 
ddrse West Germany's entrance 
into the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. The votes begin Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Issue of Confidence 


If successful on the NATO issue, 


Mendes-France intends to submit 
again the Western European Union 
proposal on a second reading as 
another issue of confidence and 
try to get the Parliament to change 
its collective mind. It was on the 


Western European Union pact that 
the upset vote occurred, 280 to 259. 


The premier's chances of suc- 


cess appeared somewhat better 
than even. One afternoon news- 
paper Friday bannered "Mendes- 
France in Danger," but another 
quoted the premier as predicting 
everything would come out all right 
on Monday. 


In the United States, the White 


House let it be known that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the U.S. gov- 
ernment are "disturbed" about the 
French developments. Secretary of 
State Dulles conferred with the 
President by telephone, taking the 


.ef executive away from, the golf 


links at Augusta, Ga. In Washing- 
ton, Dulles had a conference with 


the French ambassador. 


Later, White House press secre- 


tary James C. Hagerty said he 
had been authorized by the Presi- 
dent to issue this statement: 


"The Paris agreements are still 


in process of debate in the French 
Chamber of Deputies. The Presi- 
dent regards the adverse vote of 
yesterday as one of the utmost 
seriousness. We cannot believe that 
this represents the final French 
decision in the matter." 


The British government, obvious- 


ly alarmed tby the turn of events, 
warned that French failure to rati- 
fy would imperD the unity of the 
Western world. A Foreign Office 
statement, worded so as to suggest 
that Britain and the United States 
intend to go ahead with the re- 
armament of West' Germany what- 
ever happens, also said: 


"The United Kingdom commit- 


ment, offered at the London con- 
ference, to maintain British forces 


on the Continent 'of Europe de- 
pends on the ratification of the 
Paris 
agreements 
by all the 


parties." 


Moscow Gets On The Air 


In Moscow, where the biggest

brought to bear on the Western 
scheme to rearm West Germany, 
radio broadcasts for home con- 
sumption got on the air with the 
news of the adverse vote pnmpt- 
ly, and frequently. 


No Newsmen To Travel 
With Hammarskjold 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. W— 


Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold cannot take correspondents 
with him on his free-the-fliers mis- 
sion to Peiping, the U. N. said Fri- 
day, but he intends to see that the 
•world press is informed fully of 
"whatever can be said." 


He proposed that reporters apply 


directly to the Red China regime 
if they want to cover his trip. Pei- 
ping, however, issues few visas to 
outside correspondents and has 
made it a practice to issue none to 
Americans.

New Record Possible 


Only two other clubs—the Chi- 


cago Bears and the Philadelphia 
Eagles—have won two consecutive 
championships since the National 
jT'oofoaii League started division- 
al playoffs in 1933. The Bears won 
in 1940 and 1941, then lost to Wash- 
ington in 1942 before regaining the 
crown in 1943. The Eagles lost the 
1947 playoff to the Chicago Cardi- 
nals, but won the championship 
in 1948 and 1949. 


Detroit brings into the game the 


highest s c o r i n g attack in the 
league, 337 points in 12 games.

17-7 in the title game of 1952. Fore- 
casters also are considering the 
14-10 beating the Lions gave the 
Browns last Sunday in the last 
regular-season game. 


That game was played in fall- 


ing snow on a wet turf. Brown, 
who calls signals for his team, 
acted very conservatively that 
tune and says he might repeat 
under similar circumstances. 


He allowed Otto Graham to pass 


only six times then, trying to pre- 
vent the Lions from getting a 
score by intercepting.

Cleveland scored first and held 


the lead until just 50 seconds from 
the game's end when Bobby Layne 
passed to Jug Girard for 11 yards 
and the deciding touchdown.

Cricket World Series 


The match was the second test 


between England and Australia 
for the fabled Ashes and it was 
the World Series of cricket. But 
any resemblance to America's 
baseball world series was strictly 
coincidental. Measured 
by the 


boisterous diamond game, cricket 
is mild as a Sunday School picnic. 


Several men in white pants 


stand around the' field casually 
while two gents with an oversized 
paddle take delicate pokes at a 
ball bowled—not thrown—by an- 
other fellow who precedes his de- 
livery with a running start like 
a javelin hurler. 


The crowd sits around in per- 


fect calm and reaches only rare 
heights of excitement. These in- 
stances come when a bar is 
knocked off a tri-pronged gadget 
known as stumps or when the bat- 
ter dribbles a ponderous foul ball 
to the fence. 


Foul-Ball Homer 


I sat in the stands close to two 


hours and the best sock of the 
day was one which careened off 
May's rugbeater stick and rolled 
backward to the fence.

Gloveless Fielders 


None of the fielders—there are 


11 men on defense counting the 
bowler—wears a glove. The only 
gloves are worn by the wicket 
keeper or catcher who wears two 
and the batter who also wears two 
of a lesser size. 


Long, over-fence hits of the Babe 


Ruth variety are rare since the 
secret is to keep the ball on the 
ground. So fielders stand around 
in an awkward circle waiting for 
a timid dribbler to come their 
way. 


There is no bodily contact, no 


slashing base-sliding and. no steal- 
ing. Also, cricket fans must be 
the most patient as well as the 
most reserved in the world. In 
American baseball, the fan starts 
griping when a nine-inning game 
goes three hours; in cricket, two 
innings last six days but I am 
afraid I couldn't wait that long.

"To all peoples," he said, "to 


their rulers, to those who bear 
the responsibility of the world's 
destinies, may the message 
of 


goodness and peace of the son of 
God-made man, reach out and be 
welcomed in sincerity of- deeds." 


The comparatively brief 
mes- 


sage and blessing — recorded 
in 


advance—were broadcast by Vati- 
can Radio and other networks 
hooked up with it. The pontiff 
referred to his grave ailment, 
which this year prevented 
him 


from delivering his annual, lengthy 
Christmas message to the world. 


Thanks Providence 


"Divine Providence," he said, 


"has not permitted us to broad- 
cast this year our usual Christmas 
message." 


However, he added, he prepared 


the message for publication "inso- 
far as the condition of our health 
permits." 


"Meanwhile, even in the loneli- 


ness of suffering," said the 78- 
year-old head of the Roman 
Ca- 


tholic Church, "we are, in 
our 


good wishes of peace, thinking of 
all our children scattered through- 
out the world, and indeed of the 
whole human familv." 


The pontiff expressed gratitude 


to the Catholic world "for

prayers unceasingly poured forth 
for our consolation."

—Citizens Committee Makes Report To Governor—

"Existence of an emotional climate in Nebraska" keeps the state from being free 


of discrimination and prejudice against minorities, a citizens committee appointed by 
Gov. Robert Crosby reported to Mm Friday. 
Most of the discrimination shows up in housing and employment, the report indi- 


cated. A number of legislative steps were recommended and the governor said bills 
covering the recommendations will be drafted, 


represented

ENTERS TAX 'SUIT 


The report represented more 


than a year of work by the 32 
members of the committee headed 
by W. Otto Swanson of Omaha. 


"We have tried to be construc- 


tive rather than 
flag waving," 


Swanson asserted in explaining 
that there is still a large field for 
corrections and that the commit- 
tee only sought to make a start. 
"Much interpretation and educa- 
tion is necessary. You can't do it 
all by law." 


Gov.-elect Victor E. Anderson 


was present and said the state in 
recent years has made gains and 
that education more than laws is 
the need. "You can't push people 
into doing things," he said. 


Can't Push People 


"I often illustrate it by a piece 


of wet spaghetti. You can pull it, 
but you can't push it." 


The committee recommended: 
(1) Establishment 
of a 
civil 


rights division in the State De- 
partment of Education with a di- 
rector with an advisory commis- 
sion of nine members. 


A proposed bill would declare it 


the public policy "to protect and 
foster the health and general wel- 
fare by removing the inequalities 
based on race, creed or color." 


(2) That the Legislature be asked 


to finance the work of the commis- 
sion. 


(3) That laws be enacted so that 


a person denied service at a place 
such as a cafe, for instance, could 
bring civil action against the one 
who refuses him service and that 
damages be fixed in the sum of 
not less than $300 plus costs. 


(4) That laws forbidding th'e sale 


of firearms and liquor to Indians be 
repealed. 


(5) That voter registration forms, 


driver's licenses and other per- 
sonal description blanks which call 
for listing "race" be changed to 
eliminate this listing. 


(6) That the Nebraska law which 


holds that marriages are void when 
one party is white and the other is 
possessed of one-eighth or more 
Negro, Japanese or Chinese blood 
be repealed. 


- 
Question Constitutionality 


"The constitutionality of this law 


is seriously questioned," the com- 
mittee «aid. 


The committee, expressed sur- 


prise at the conditions they found 
among Indians and Mexicans and 
urged new attention to providing 
for the health and education of In- 
dians who said they are "multiply- 
ing in many a Nebraska commu- 
nity due to modifications in federal 
policy." 


The final report had the approv- 


al of the entire committee, Swan- 
son said. But Arthur B. McCaw of 
Omaha, budget officer under Gov. 
Crosby and executive secretary for 


the committee, said a lot of re- 
visions and changes were made be- 
fore the final report was accept- 
able to all committeemen. 


Findings of the committee in- 


cluded these: 


That minority groups—Negroes, 


Indians, Mexicans, Orientals and 
certain religious groups—are con- 
centrated in a sizeable number in 
about 20 counties of the state. 


Farmers of minority groups in 


Nebraska find it difficult to buy 
land on which to'farm. 


Evidence indicates that in many 


cities and towns in Nebraska no 
teacher belonging to a racial mi- 
nority group is employed at the 
high school level. 


The closing of a hospital on one 


of the Indian reservations should 
receive legislative attention. 


Although state law prohibits ho- 


tels, theaters and such places from 
discriminating against individuals 
and provides penalties, "practical 
experience has demonstrated that 
there has been circumvention of 
the spirit and intent of the statutes 
by elected public officials."
